PRESIDENT AFFIRMS | 
NEGROES’ DISMISSAL. 


Sends Message to Congress in Which 
He Designates Men of Discharged 
Battalion as ‘‘Midnight Assassins,’’ 
Furnishing Peculiar Proof of Charge. 


ASHINGTON., Jan. 114.—The 
President today sent to the Sen- 
ate a special message regarding 
the Brownsville incident, which gives 
the additional evidence obtained by. 
Asst. <Atty.-Gen. Purdy and Maj. 
Blockson, who were sent to Texas by 
the President to investigate the affair. 
The President submitted with his 
message various exhibits, including 
maps, a bandolier, three empty shells, 
seven ball cartridges picked up in the 
streets a few hours after the shooting; 
two steel-jacketed bullets and some 
scraps of the casings of other bullets 
picked out of the houses into which 
they had been fired. 

The President says the evidence is 
positive that the outrages of August 13 
were committed by some of the col- 
ored troops that have been dismissed 
and that some or all of the members 
of the three companies of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry had knowledge of the 
deed and had shielded the guilty ones. 
The negro troops are referred to by 
the President in his message as mid- 
night assassins and he declares that 
few if any of the soldiers dismissed 
“without honor’ could have been 18 
norant of what occurred. 

The President in his miessage defends 
his action in discharging the negro 
troops, saying it would be absolutely 
impossible to preserve army discipline 
by pursuing any other course. To jus-

HE Pasadena Board of Trade, always looking for an opportunity 
to advance the interests and welfare of the people of South- 
ern California, and especially Pasadena and vicinity, have ap 
pointed the undersigned committee to solicit your opinion as to the 
advisability of bonding the county for $3,000,000 to build boulevards 
connecting the following cities: Los Angeles, Pasadena, South Pas- 
adena. Long Beach, Santa Monica, Ocean Park, Venice, Redondo 
Beach, San Pedro, Hollywood, Alhambra, San Gabriel Mission, Nor- 
walk, Rivera, Whittier, Monrovia, Azusa, Glendora, Lordsburg, Po- 
mona and Claremont. 
The bond issue is not large considering the great good it will 
do and the size of our county, with a total assessed valuation of over 
$305,000,000. The tax to provide interest and sinking fund for a 
twenty-year bond issue would be less than 90 cents per year on each 
$1000 of taxable property. Each year the tax would be redreed as 
the bonds were paid off. With a first-class system of boulevards. 
Our population would increase rapidly, property would advance in 
values, many new' homes would be built, and there wold be much 
employment for labor. |

Pomoceno Manuel, an Indian youth 
accused of murder, pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter in the United States 
court yesterday, and was sentenced 
by Judge Wellborn to serve five years 
in San Quentin.

As he got 
within range the latter, with an old 
carbine, drew a bead and fired, and 
Mandriquez fell dead in his tracks. It 
was proven that the two had been 
drinking, and that Mandriquez—known 
to the Americans as “Billy Man- 
dricks”—made sport of Manuels ten- 
dencies, The dead man himself did not 
possess an unblemished reputation.

SUING 
WHOLE FAMILY. 


STOCK DEAL AND DIVORCE SAID 
TO BE CONNECTED. 


Mrs. Selma Lewis Brings Action 
Against John Dunn and His Sons 
for Recovery of One Hundred 
Thousand Shares in Salt Company. 
interesting Letters Presented. 


Mrs. Selma Lewis, handsome and 
fashionably wned, was in Judge 
Monroe's yesterday, suing John 
8. Dunn and his two sons, I. S. and 
Orton Dunn, to compel the restoratfén 
of 100,000 shares of capital stock of the 
San Pedro Salt Company. The facts 
Were very much mixed up, and made 
somewhat more so by the fact that 
since the alleged transactions took 
place, Mrs. Lewis has been divorced. 
It was insinuated by the defense that 
the divorce had some direct bearing on 
the present suit. 

In 1903 Meyer Lewis, who was then 
the husband of the plaintiff, conveyed 
the block of 100,000 shares to his wife 
by a written transfer, but the stock 
continued to stand in his name on the 
company’s books, it was stated. In 
October of that year Lewis, it is al- 
leged, had a transaction with J. D. 
Dunn, whereby for an advance of $3200 
to Lewis, the latter transferred 50,000 
shares of the stock belonging to his 
wife to Dunn, and the transfer was 
made on the company’s bookz. This 
stock, it is now contended, was given 
as security for the money advanced. 

In the months of February and 
March, 1904, Mrs. Lewis was very ill, 
and was in the hospital at San Fran- 
cisco. As the family was short of 
funds, it is alleged that the other 50,- 
000 shares of the salt company’s stock 
belonging to Mrs. Lewis .were handed 
over to Dunn on the understanding 
that it was either to be bought out- 
right or used as collateral for the last 
advance of money. 

It is now contended by Mrs. Lewis 
that the Dunns neither paid for the 
stock nor used it as a pledge, but that 
not for a considerable time did they 
set up a claim to it. In 1905. Mrs. Lewis 
says, she the Dunns for 
something to show, but that she t no 
satisfaction, and that on December 1. 
1906. she made a tender of the money 
that had been borrowed by her hus- 
band, and demanded a return of the 
entire block of stock that had been 
deposited with the Dunns, together 
with the note for which, she stated, the 
stock had been given as security. The 
tender was rejected, and a _ refusal 
made to her demand, She says. 

Then the present suit was instituted 
to have the court adjudge her 
the rightful owner of the 100,000 shares, 
and compel the Dunps to make an ac- 
counting as trust 

The defense set up is that in the 
transactions referred to the Dunns 
were partners. As regards the frst 
50. shares of stock, it is contended 
that Dunn held an option of sale, and 
that no note was ever given. Regard- 
ing the second block of 50,000 shares; it 
is claimed that there was a sale be- 
cause Meyer Lewis sald that he couldn't 
pay the assessment that was imminent, 
and had agreed to part with his wife's 
holding, tf he could get 7 cents a share 
for the $1 par value shares. 

It was alleged that, after the sale, 
Dunn refused to agree to the levying 
of an assessment, on account of some 
maladministration on the part of the 
company. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Lewis 
was asked regarding her relations with 
the Dunns, but she was not permitted 
to tell much. She did say, however, 
that the Dunns had shown such de- 
sire to benefit her and her family that 
she had been misled as to their inten- 
tions. Later there is promise that this 
side of the case will be more fully ex- 
ploited. Several letters have been filed 
as evidence, showing that Mrs. Lewis 
and Orton Dunn were on very intimate 
terms. One, written when she was III. 
summons him, if he valued his Ma- 
sonic oath, to her side. 


EVANGELIST DRINKS. 
WIFE GRANTED DIVORCE. 
Mrs. Etta Morris in April, 1905, mar- 
ried a traveling evangelist named Wil- 
Ham Morris, at Whittier. She was just 
18 years old, while her husband was 42. 
Yesterday Mrs. Morris was granted a 
divorce in Judge Conrey's court, on 

the ground of cruelty. 

After their marriage. Mr. and Mrs. 
Merris went to Chicago, and soon the 
evangelist became cruel. When the 
wife expected soon to become a mother, 
she received no sympathy or considera- 
tion. Morris told her, it was stated. 
that he had discovered his great mis- 
take in marrying her, and that there 
was another woman who would have 
just suited him. 

A little later Mrs. Morris became 
quite ill, and that irritated her hus- 
band. He ts alleged to have sald that 
his time was too valuable to be spent 
in nursing her, when he ought to be 
saving souls from the slums. He ad- 
vised her to go away from him, Mrs. 
Morris said. 

About a month after this last episode 


the two returned to Whittier. They 
lived there with relatives of Mrs. Mor- 
ris, and on more than one on, in 


their presence, the evangelist is said 
to have expressed his disgust at his 
wife’s illness. 

After the birth of the baby, the 
family moved to No. 770 San Jullan 
street in this city. The husband 
brought a man named Hill to the 
house, who talked on religious subjects, 
and told Mrs. Morris, according to the 
testimony, that her soul was lost and 
that her place was booked in hell. Mor- 
ris, it was stated, did not attempt to 
save her from the insulting tirade. 

Mrs. Morris said that the climax was 
reached when the evangelist got drunk. 
The wife had been ill, and it was or-

village. Road Overseer P. L. Lopez 
was very busy fixing up the highways 
over toward the tunnel; but when 
Walker or some of his supporters came 
to Lopes with complaints about their 
property being deluged, it is claimed 
he agreed that they should have the 
use of the road grader and his advice 
in turning the water from their lands; 
and in doing this they raised a dike 
right in the center of the public high- 
way. 

As a result the storm waters then 
went thundering down through the 
middle of the Burr orchard.

Burr rushed out in the storm and 
read the riot act to his neighbors. He 
notified the road overseer that he per- 
sonally, and the county as well would 
be held for damages, and demanded 
that the obstructions be removed from 
the public highway, 

The Walker contingent defied Burr 
and declared that he was attempting 
to turn the water down Seventh street, 
a route it had never traveled before, 
and an unnatural course for a stream. 
Finally hostilities were ceased and 
the whole trouble was referred to the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The Supervisors ordered their clerk 
to at once notify Road Overseer Lopez 
that he must remove all obstructions 
from the highway, and that no ob- 
structions must be so placed without 
order from that body. 

As there is a 600-foot levee built up 
which will divert the waters directly 
onto the Burr orchard, he was on hand 
yesterday, asking that some imme- 
diate action be taken to definitely de- 
termine the water course. 

Supervisor Alexander advised the 
formation of a storm-water district, 
the condemnation of necessary lands 
for a storm-water course which may 
empty into the Pacoima Wash, even 
though this will require a deep cut for 
at least a quarter of a mile. 

The Supervisors will go out in a body 
on Thursday and will spend the day at 
San Fernando, wrestling with the 
storm-water problem and attempting 
to sooth the neighborhood “fuss.”

When twenty-one miles from the rail- 
road station, friends besought him to} 
remain, but he braved that last day's 
walk in the face of a raging blizzard. 
At the end of his journey, after a 
single night’s rest, he declared he 
was as fresh as when he started, the 
only thing having shown the least 
signs of giving out being his feet, 
which were worn sore through his 
long tramp through the cold snow and 
the desert sand. 

How old is Dr. Osler, anyhow? Not 
sixty certainly, for long before he 
reaches the three-score milestone he 
will have revised his theory carefully 
and changed his conclusions as to the 
desirability of human longevity. The 
question is fairly up to Osler whether 
he could have accomplished the feat 
of this rugged mountaineer on the 
borders of seventy. 

Osler’s own mother died only a few 
weeks ago, up in the nineties, and no 
doubt to the end enjoyed her life per- 
haps better than many of less years. 
surely performing many acts of kind- 
ness to her neighbors and of useful- 
ness to mankind generally.

HEROISM AFTER EXPLOSION AT 
CUDAHY PLANT. _

‘When De Long, With Clothing in 
Flames, Rushes from Oil Room, 
George Easton Smothers Fire With 
Naked Hands, Regardiess of Dan- 
ger—Former in Serious Condition. 


| In connection with the oll explosion 
at the Cudahy Packing Company's 
plant, early yesterday morning. a re- 
port of which was given in The Times, 
there was an act of heroism which 
has not before been recorded. It was 
due to the coolness and courage of 
George Baston, of No. 1. San Julian 
street, a salesman for the Cudahy com- 
pany, that Frank De Long, who was 
critically injured by the explosion, is 
still alive. 7 
Long rushed from the oll 
room with his clothes in flames, Easton 
threw his own coat about the man 
and attempted to smother the fire. The 
coat dropped to the ground but Faston 
continued hig efforts with his naked 
hands, unmindful of his own danger. 
De Long and Easton were both taken 
to the Receiving Hospital. The latter's 
injuries consist merely of painful burns 
on the hands. The former ts ip a very 
serious condition. Surgeons at the 
hospital said last night that he might 
not recover.

As he entered, he no- 
ticed a strong odor of gasoline, but 
without giving thought to the matter, 
he lighted a lantern.

Yesterday Reported in Seriously 

Weakened Condition. 


County bridges have been subject to 
a severe strain by the high waters of 
the past week, and from every super- 
visoral district come up cries for 
bridge repairs or new bridge building. 

Yesterday the Board of County 
Supervisors heard complaints from 
many sections. It has a an 
itinerary for the week that will be 
given over almost exclusively to bridge 
inspection. Thousands of dollars must 
be expended on bridges in Los Angeles 
county during the present year. 

Yesterday two bridges across the Los 
Angeles River were reported in a 
seriously weakened condition. Ons of 
these is the San Fernando-avenue

The other is the one known as the Me- 
Cormick bridge. Here driftwood has 
caught in the center and the rush of 
storm waters has broken eight piles. 
The bridge has sunken in the center. 
‘ridges were completely washed out

COUNTY'S FIRES. 


Warden Makes Annual Statement te 
‘Supervisors and Reports Twenty - 
one Serious Outbreaks. 


W. B. Morgan, County Fire Warden. 
yesterday placed before the Board of 
County Supervisors his report for the 
year. This shows that the first fire to 
break out after Morgan was appointed 
to the position of warden was on June 
9 and 10, between Claremont and 
North Ontario, and at that time over 
1000 acres were burned over, and some 
fine live oak groves were destroyed. 

For setting this fire, H. H. Morgan 
was arrested and tried before Judge 
Barnes of Pomona, where Morgan was 
fined $50. 

During the year there have been 
twenty-one fires in the county, and 
approximately 15.000 acres were burned 
over. The fires were a great damage to 
the county’s water shed, for the 
growth of timber, underbrush, weeds 
and grass had been unusually heavy.
